FULL STORY OF CHINA’S DAY OF DISASTER. 


The Chinese retreat from positions they had 
evacuated during the night continued all day yesterday 
and it is stated that their ; f 
pared line to the west, a little over twelve miles from 
Shanghai, to test the Japanese Commander's promise. 
to cease all military operations provided the Chinese 
withdraw to a line twenty kilometres from Shanghai. 

Throughout the day, the Japanese infantry follow- 
ed up the retreat and sporadie fighting occurred with 


the Chinese rearguards. 


By nightfall, says a British Wireless message,, the 
Japanese had occupied Chenju and Tazang and were 
approaching Nansiang, where the fresh positions occu- 
pied by the Chinese were later reported taken. 
The Japanese stated that the Chinese retreat was 
enforced by successful attacks against their ‘centre 
yesterday, and the outflanking caused by the arrival 
of the fresh Japanese Division at Liuho.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


One point in Dr, Li Shu-fan's 
admirable address to the Rotary 
Club on Tuesday reveals the extent 
to which tuberculosis has gota 
grip in this Colony. tt was his 
statement that over 67,000 cases 
orvur here in a year. This, how- 
pyer, can represent only a tithe of 
the sum total, since innumerable 
cases are not notified, Even if we 
take notifications only, we find that 
there is, on an average, & weekly 
death-roll of more than fifty, and 
te this faet must be added the other 
that in about one out of every four 
cases, the sufferers leave the 
Colony when they fear that death 
Ix impending. Those grim figures 
reflect dhe hold which the disease 
has on the populace, They are in 
themselves. xerious enough, but 
thoy take on an-added signifiance 
“when we bear in mind the danger 
which they represent to the gen- 
eral health of the Colony, 

Whilst there will be jceneral 
agteement that the primary task 
ja to prevent the disense rather 
than to attempt to cure the stric- 
ken, it requires no stressing that 
the problém ealls for dual action, 
So long as there ‘are sufferers, so 
long will there be a danger’ of the 
spread of the disease, Morcover, 
considerations of humanity require 
that these sufferers should have 
madern trentment renderet avail- 
able. Aa matters are, the Colony is 
doing: practically nothing in) thly 
direction, Dr. Li's plea for the 
provision of dispensaries, sina: 
toria, opemair schools and after- 
eare trentment is therefore soundly 
Uased. Indeed, until some serious 
effort is made slong these lines, 
the suthorities Will be failing to 
discharge an ¢lementary  respon- 
sibility. . There is, indeed, every 
reason why something in the 
nature of a special establishment 
for the trentment of sufferers In 
the carly stages should be provided. 
Admittedly, only a relatively small 
proportion of the eases might yield 
to treatment, but if some lives are 
saved, then something worthwhile 
ivy accomplished. Moreover, the 
educational value of.sanatoria ean- 
not be: pushed on ofe side a8 of no 
account. Patients whe learn the 
rules of good health would sprend 
the knowledge, which ag time goes 
on “becomes accumulative in Its 
beneficial effects. . 

When we come to face the. pro- 
blem of prevention, we at once on- 
counter ¢conomic factors. . Seventy 
por cent. of the cases, we are told, 
are amongst the poor. hese 
people lve under housing condi- 
tions which are to-a very consider- 
able oxtent responsible for the 
widespread, Incidence of the dia. 
caso. -Thoy havé little chance of 
recovery whilat existing in. such 
sordid surroundings. This alao-{a 
a clrcumatanco which . militates 
against patients who, after, treat. | 


Investigation would probably show 
that there Is much profitecring 
going on in this way. So far as 
the Covernment is concerned. its 
policy should bea stricter inafst- 
ence on the laws for the preven- 
tion of overcrowding in the case 
of new praperty, coupled with ef- 
forts to, prevent rent’ profitecring. 
Indeed, When all ix said and done, 
the tuberculosis problem in this 
Colony. Ix largely a problem of 
housing conditions, That being 
the case. the authorities could do 


‘\tar worse than appoint a commit- 


tee to study the whole matter in 
all its ramf{ficntions, rent charges 
and overcrowding included, The

“Herr Krawutechke” Listens In. 


Germany has been studying 
news broadcasting with character- 
istle thoroughness, It finda that 
the usual placing of the verb leads 
to confusion in reading news itema, 
Few countries world consider 
changing Linguage forms for mere 
broadcasting, «But progressive 
Germany, realizing the value of 
news given over (he air, insures 
its clarity by muving the verb up 
info the front part of the sentence 
and thas throwing tradition ta’the 
four winds, Lest the news be 
considered’ partial, equal space 
must be given to both sides of 
an argument. Sources of news 
are definitely inserted. To in- 
sure clear announcing, the broad- 
cust copy, after preparation, — is 
read into a dictating recording 
machine by the announcer, Thus 
words which: appear {innocent 
enough in print may be found 
to sound ominious, If so, out 
they come. When dictating news 
to nm stenographer, a word may 
be lost. That the girl has failed 
to get it is sufficient renson for 
considering it, undesirable for 
broadcasting and out it goes. The 
popular figure of English writing, 
“the man in the street," has its 
counterpart. in German radio in 
the person of “Here Krawutschke.” 
This robot is Uterally “nll ears." 
To him all Gorman radio news is 
addressed, Not only what) he 
muy understand, but what 
he may feel, is consider. 
ud. ‘Thus he is pictured as one 
of the class which may be con- 
sidered most sensitive to adverse 
remarks, the unemployed, “Herr 
Krawutschke" is a metal worker, 
living in na typfeal- Berlin work. 
ingmun’s district. By the time 
the news is: prepared for his con- 
sumption, it ix understandable to 
all and it will offend no one. Most 
significant, of course, ia the 
actual changing of the language 
form. If radio has accomplished 
this in Germany, who can tell 
how far the spoken word, as 
revived by this new instrument, 
may brings marked chanwes ‘in 
the language structures of all the 
world?) Writers who cannot be 
successfully read aloud may find 


themselves perforce folding thelr, 


tents and silently stealing away. 
Conversational form, on which 
all language was originally based, 
aprang from the word of month 
method. which was all that primi- 
tive men had.

TAKE IT ‘that the main pur- 

pose of this series of. articles 
on “The Next Twenty Years” is 
to attempt to discover what in the 
reaction of young people to the 
astonishing situation of uncer- 
tainty, disorganisation, and chaos 
which confronts the world today. 
I suppose that in a vague way we 
are consciously awaiting the op- 
portunity for reconstruction. We 
fec) the want of leadership to 
make the issues clear—the first 
task of any greot leader, 

There is suMiciently wide dif- 
ference of opinion amony us to 
prevont the emergence of any 
comprehensive youth movement. 
In this article i'nhal attempt to 
express my own view. 

First of all then, I deplore near- 
ly every aspect of nationalism. 
The present crisis provides us 
with the final proof that, in the 
modern world, what is for the 
good of one is for the good of all, 
Everything which acts as an im- 
pediment in the way of confidence 
and free exchange, whether it be 
the old-fashioned interpretation 
of “sccurity.” or armaments, oF 
tariffs, must be ruthlessly con 
tented. 

‘Economic nationalism ia the 
greatest curse of the day, After 
nil, with developing methods of 
transport, and with our ever-ex- 
tending capnelty for production 
(and destruction) there are only 
two courses which ultimately re- 
main. to be followed” by modern 
atates—one towards chaos and 
dissolution, the other in the 
direction of n gradual, slow sub- 
mergence in a world-stute, nome- 
what after the model created by 
Mr. Wells. 

Whatever is good in the news 
to-day is merely another step to 
that goal, however fantnitic. such 
an idea may seem to be. It may 
be that we henr of the success of 
some conference, the concession 
of a moratorium, the constantly 
growing block of opinion in favour 
of reparation cancellation, or per- 
haps some new chapter in inter- 
national, intellectual and cultural 
co-operation, All these things 
point.the same. Way. ow 

To-day, however, the imminence 
of disnster has not awnkened the 
democracies, It is o time of 
haggling nationalism, The way 
out Hes in the hope of the emer- 
ence in all European countries of 
more effective and disciplined 
parties of — the Left. Circums- 
tances are ahaping such an event 
in this country. Liberals rentiso 
that in.fact the practical applica- 
tion of the ideals of Nineteenth 
Century Liberaiiam had glaring 
defects. But they claim that there 
is stilt much in them which is of 
immense value to our present age. 

The reaction from the moral

The Japanese who ore moving 
through Chapei are meeting with 
isolnted nests of Chinese, who for 
some renson were unable to get 
away, and therefore some ightiax 
is occurring,

Beyond The Zone. — 


Shanghai, Mar. 2, 11.04 p.m. 

The Jnpanese to-day have ap- 
parently gained their declared 
‘objective, namely the withdrawal 
of the Chinese troops twenty kilo- 
metres from the Settlement. It is 
doubtful whether any consider- 
able body of Chinese soldiers is 
now remaining within this zone, 
and hopes are generally expressed 
that the result will be a truce. 
leaving the way open for a peace 
conference on tho Hines suggested 
by M. Paul Boncour. 

‘It is understood that the peace 
converrations begun on H.MS. 
Kent, recently, may be resumed 
to-morrow, and it is expected that 
British, American tind French re- 
presentatives will be present, 
although they will not be able to 
offer proposals and will take up 
the position of umpires merely.

A SOJOURN IN THE HOUSE . 
OF R. L, STEVENSON. 


An Interesting description of o 
recent journey to Samoa was given 
by Professor W. Brown ‘in a talk 
to students of the Hongkong 
University last evening, when he 
nddreased members of the Educa- 
tion Society. 

The lecture was illustrated with 


a number of lantern alides taken } 


among the Pacific IsInnds showing 
some very beautiful acencry and 
sights. [Ench alide was described 
by the lecturer, who made _ hia 
with him . on the 
islands during the journey he re- 
cently made. 

At the outset Prof. Brown des- 
eribed each of the islands he visited 
before arriving at his destination 
proper, and their formation. His 
comments on the coral reefs proved 
of great interest to the large num- 
ber of students present. 

The apenker mentioned that 
whilst on the short visit to Samoa 
he stayed at the Governor's house, 
which was formerly the residence 
of Robert Louis - Stevenson, the 
famous author, After tracing the 
adventures of Scotland’s well- 
known writer, the lecturer men- 
tioned that Stevenson had died on 
the island in 1894. The speaker paid 
a great tribute to the Inte author, 
who wis worshipped by the na- 
tives. 

Of great interest were the slides 
showing the house, since enlarged, 
in which Stevenson formerly lived, 
and also those of his tomb at the 
top of a bill. 

Prof. Brown Jn his reference 
to Ocean Island spoke of an out- 
atanding act of cournge on the 
part of the Governor, his Honour 
Arthur Francis Grimble, who was 
porn in Hongkong and who has 
relatives in the Colony. The feat 
comprised the rescue of shipwreck- 
ed) persons outside the coral reef 
of the Island. 

At the conclusion of the Jecture, 
Mr. L. Forster proposed a vote of 
thanks to Prof. Brown.

years ago, when certain membera 
of St. Paul’s Church Vestry, under 
the leadership of Mr, Lam Woo, 
founded St. Paul’s Girls School. 

The beginning was unpreten- 
tious. ‘The school, housed in a 
-rented building, had at the com- 
mencement a small staff and o small 
enrolment; but before the first 
year was out, the number of pupils 
went up te fifty. The figures slow- 
ly rose"in the succeeding years 
until to-day the school registers 
803 pupils, including 23 boarders, 
and a staff of. 27 tenchors. Mra. 
BE. W. L. Martin was the _ first 
principal, and she wan succeeded in 
the following ycar by Miss I. C. 
Woo on the Iatter’s return from 
England. ; ; 


Faced With a Crisis. 


In the year 1923 the school waa 
confronted with a crisis. Notice 
to vacate the premises waa receiv- 
ed, and as we had then nearly 450 
pupils on the roll, we experienced 
great diMculty In finding other 
suitable = premisca. Application 
was accordingly made to the 
Government for o site for a per- 
manent building; and the Govern- 
ment most sympathetically and 
generoudly responded = to — the 
appeal with a (gift of about 
40,000 sQqunre feet of’ valuable 
Crown iand between Kennedy 
ftond and = Macdonnell Road—the 
site on which this building stands, 
The gencruaity of the Government 
was enhanced by a promise to make 
a grant of $60,000) towarda the 
cost of the building, provided $200,- 
000 was raised for thhy purpose by 
private subscriptions, 

A Building Committee was 
appointed, of which IT had the hon- 
our to be Chairman. In the short 
space of om yenr, subscriptions 
amounting to $260,000 had been 
promised, and before building 
operations commenced, the tots 
went up to $300,000. In result, 
the Government paid its promised 
grant of $50,000, 

In June, 1925, the foundation- 
atone of the new building was Inid 
by the Governor of that day, His 
Excellency Sir Edward Stubbs. At 
that time we hud in hand $100,000, 
the brlaneve being: still in the form 
of promises to pay. [need hardly 
remind you that the year 1925 was 
the yenr of the Great Strike and 
Boycott. It was probably the 
greatest crisis the Colony ever 
passed Lhrough: some of our sub- 
scribers experienced financial em- 
barrassment, while a few became 
insolvent. Consequently, = many 
promises of donations could not be 
fulfilled; and the Committee was 
compelled to open the new building 
- -now raised to the status of a Col- 
leye—with ao debt of $180,000. 


Teiumph Over Difficulties. 


Our climb, then, proved harder 
and steeper than we had expected, 
and the prospect before us was 
gloomy. But fortune fayours the 
brave. Miss Woo, with great 
pluck, voluntecred her service — to 
so abroad to raise funds for ‘the 
College. Some expressed doubt. as 
to the success of such a venture. 
But the members of the Collexe 
Council, knowing Miss Woo as 
they did, unhesitatingly approved 
of the sugyestion; and to-day we 
witness her success. It was a 
triumpb over immense difficulties. 
Accompanied by only her mother, 
Mias Woo visited practically all the 
important cities.in America and 
some parts of Canada; and she 
even got busy while’ passing 
through Wonolulu, Japan and 
Shanghai on, her way “home! 
Wherever she went, she was 
received and welcomed by all 
classes of people. When in Was- 
hington she waa twice a guest at 
the White House, and wag also in- 
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vited to the inauuration of Presl- 
dent Hoovor, Although she had 
been only ten weeks in ‘Ca inda— 
and when that  cotintry was cx- 
perlencing a trade depreasion—she 
‘succecded in rnising about $30,000, 
Hongkong currency. Miss Woo 
encountered certain obstacles on 
entering Canada, but the people 
were not long in learning to under- 
stand and appreciate her. When 
in the city of Windsor, Ontario, 
she war presented with the Freedom 
of that city, ‘This rare distinction 
has brought honour not only to 
Miss Woo but also to the School 
which she loves 50 much. 
When the Commitico accepted 
Miss Woo's offer, they would have 
been more than satisfied if she had 
been ablo to raise $100,000; but sho 
netually-collected $150,000 in Hong- 
kong money, and secured from Mra, 
Proctor Reely in America the 
generous undertaking to present 
the College with ten free scholar- 
ships annually. Not content to rest 
on her Jourels, Miss Woo has 
managed to raine yet another $35,- 
000 since her return to the Colony. 


Free From Debt. 


To-day, the College: is happily 
free from debt. It Is with grateful 
hearts that we meet here for this 
Thankagiving Social~-grateful to 
the Government for its « great 
generosity and falth in us; to the 
public for its unatinted support, and, 
above all, to Miss Woo-for her un- 
remitting and highly successful ef- 
forts in behalf of the College. 

In this hour af our rejoicing we 
muat not forget those to whom the 
College owea this: magenifleent site. 
I refer to His Excellency Sir Ed- 
ward Stubbs who recommended to 
the Seeretary of State for the 
Colonies the grant of the land; to 
Sir Murchison Fletcher, the then 
Colonial Secretary, who gave our 
application for Jand and money 
most sympathelic support; to Mr. 
A. H. Holtingaworth of the Public 
Works Department for the great 
trouble he took in connexion with 
the grant of the site: and to Sir 
Cecil Clementi who directed the 
building grant of $50,000 to be paid 
to us in spite of the facet that we 
had not kept to our part of the 
bargain “by actually: collecting 
$200,000. 

Miss Woo desires me to say that 
but for the whole-hearted —nssis- 
tance she received from certain 
organisations and individuals In 
America and Canada, she would not 
have accomplished what she did. 
Prominent among these may be 
mentioned Dr. John Wond, General 
Sceretary of the National Council 
of the Episcopal Church; Mra, 
Swager Sherley and other Indies in 
Washington; the Women's Auxili- 
ary of the Episcopal Church; the 
Ching Wah Wui Koon, the Gee 
How Oak Tin Association; the On! 
Taoux Association, as well as the 
Press of America, both American 
and Chinese. 


Unstinted Hongkong Help. 


In making this acknowledgment 
we must not forget the great help 
we have received from our sup- 
porters in Hongkong, notably the 
late Mr. Lee Hysan ‘who gave 
$30,000; Mr. Lam Woo, Mr. Mok 
Kon-sang, Mr. Li Tse-fony, Mr. 
Kan Tal-choi and the late Mr, Fung 
Ping-shan, who gav’ $10,000 ench; 
and Mr. Kan Tong-po who, in addi- 
tion to a personal donation of $3,- 
000, spent much time in influencing 
subscriptions, To our other sup- 
porters, who are too numerous to be 
named here, L tender the grateful 
thanks of the College. 

As Chairman’ of the Building 
Committee, and a8 Vice-Chairman 
of the College Council, 1 ean assure 
you that no words of gratitude can 
be too strong to express the debt 
we owe to Mr. Lam Woo for having 
given us the benefit of his un- 
rivalled knowledge and experience 
by superintending every stage of 
the building operations, so that we 
can now say that not only has the 
foundation of the building been 


— 1 slaaae 
“~well and truly Infd”, but the fabric 
itself haa been well and truly built. 
Our Honorary Treasurer, Mr. J. M. 
Wong, has also placed his time and 
advice freely at our disposal, hus- 
bunding our Um{ted resources, and 
making our funda go as far as pos- 
alble, To my other collengucs on 
the Building Committee I desire 
here to express my sincere thanks 
for thelr whole-hcarted co-opera- 
tloxn. To carry out successfully o 
scheme of this magnitude there Is 
much detalled and unattractive 
work to be done, which calla for o 
generous sacrifice of loisure by 
busy men. 


A Tower of Strength. 


His Lordship the Bishop of Vic- 
toria has been n tower of strength 
to the Colloze Council as its Chalr- 
man, It is with genuine regret 
that-we realiso how soon wo aro 
to lose his sage counsel and his 
genial inspiration. 1 hope that the 
magnificence of the great Cathe- 
dral to which he will be attached 
when he returns to England, will 
not cause him to forget our hum- 
bler building at this end of the 
world; and we wish him and Mra. 
Duppuy heafth, happiness and suc- 
ecess in their new sphere of useful- 
ness, 

During Miss Woo's long absenco 
abrond—a period of 2 yenra and 4 
months—her work was carried on 
with zeal and efficiency by Mixa 
esther Kotewall, 
that she was handicapped by a atalf 
below strength. Although she fs 
my own sister, I feel I ought not 
to allow that fnet to prevent me 
from expressing a word of appre- 
elution of her good work. 


H.E.’« Sympathetic Interest. 

Finally, on behalf of the Collego 
I most sincerely and warmly thank 
Your Excellency and Lady Peel 
for the encouragement you havo 
given us by participating: in what 
is to us a function of great !m- 
portance; and you, ladics and 
yentlemen, for your welcome pre- 
sence. To Lady Peel I desire also 
to offer grateful thanks for the 
Kind interest she has taken In this 
College. It was only in October 
lnst that she graciously opencd our 
Bazaar in aid of the Building 
Fund, and to-day she again 
evinces -her interest by giving 
away the certificates. It is 
nn encouragement as well as an 
inspiration to feel how deep and 
practical is her Ladyship’s interest 
in every movement having for its 
object the betterment of the lot of 
the poor women and children and, 
generally, of the social and intellec- 
tual condition of women in Hong- 
kong. : 

Ladies nnd gentlemen, I hava 
pictured our seventeen years. of 
progress in climbing up a hill 
whose paths hnve at times been 
tortuous. What vista of future 
accomplishment ‘can we discern 
from the present stage of our as- 
cent? The summit has yet to be 
renched; porhaps it will never be 
altnined, for - in cducational 
endeavours there is no ceasing. In 
bringing our aims and ideals be- 
fore you, I think I can do no better 
than quote my own words when I 
was making an appeal for financial 
support to the new building scheme 
in January, 1924. I then said: 
“St. Paul's Girla School seems to 
me to fill a niche of its own in our 
educational structure. It nffords 
a sound Chinese education to Chi- 
nese girls, giving special attention 
to the Classics, to domestic 
economy or household munage- 
ment, to thrift, and to physical 
culture, whilo strictly preserving 
that sense of propriety which Is the 


inborn characteristic of the Chi- | 


nese girl’, I also said: “Girls of 
to-day are the mothers of the 
future. It is the mother who first 
teaches her babes the language of 
the heart, and it is the mother who 
exercises ‘the greatest Influence on 
her children in the home.

train the girls as to fit them for 
that great task. Theso girla are 
taught the sane and practical 
wisdom of Confucius, based on the 
family, and wiacly adapted to our 
social life which has, In funda- 
mentals, changed: no little since the 
days of that grent sage.. The girls 
are also brought Into contact with 
the spiritual beauty and virtue of 
Christ’s tenaching--meckness, self- 
sacrifice, loving forbearance nnd 
true kindliness.”

MAINTENANCE, — 


The case In which Mra. Mariam 
Farid) summoned her husband, 
Mohamed Farid, for persfatent 
cruclty and faijure to provide 
reasonable maintennnce, concluded 
before Mr. Schofield at. the Central 
Magtstyacy yesterday afternoon. 

In his submissions on behalf of 
the defendant, Mr. £.8.C. Brooks 
ridfeuled the suggestion of the 
household allowance for the wife 
having been so atinted that she 
was made dependent on on average 
of five cents a day. The quarrels 
between the complainant and her 
mother-in-law were irrelevant to 
the Issue, he sald, ‘ 

Mr. Brooks attributed to Mrs. 
Farid o lack of proper conception 
of her houschold —reaponalbliitics ; 
that having married, she. objected 
to the burdens of matrimony. The 
suggestion that she waa -nevor 
allowed to go out had been rebutted, 
and was sheer nonsense, he sald. 

Mr. G. K. Hall Brutton, for the 
complainant, submitted that they 
had to take the whole efrcums- 
tances into conatderation, He 
streaned the conditions arrived at 
In the Farids’ hourchold, where 
the mother-In-law was allowed to 
dominate the home and us the 
wife as a servant, nnd an under- 
paid servant at that. For the 
allegations of assault and cruelty, 
Mr. Brutton claimed that there 
was ample corroboration in a letter 
written by the husband. 

“Household Drudge,” 

Continuing, Mr. Brutton sala 
that, on account of the actions of 
both the defendant and his mother, 
the complainant had been deprived 
of her lawful position as mistress 
of the houschold. Throughout the 
case, the husband had endeavoured 
to shicld his own condict: towards 
his wife by the conduct of his wife 
towards him. He had atinted neces- 
sary household expenditure, made 
her an entirely inadequate clothes 
nilowance, and required her to 
make good all crockery she had 
broken. She. did not object to 
carry out her household work— 
what she objected to was being 
scolded nnd huatkd at ft, Bir. 
Brutton discovered that the  ex- 
travaganece held against her was 
confined to a few lollipops for her- 
self, a little milk and, sometimes, 
food for heraelf. : 

Mr. Brutton asked the Court to 
make on order having the effect of 
a judicial separntion,: the com- 
plainnnt not being bound to Hive 
with the defendant, he to be given 
the custody of the children until 
they reached the age of 
also that he pay her $16 a week 
for maintenance of herself and of 
her two: children.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


One point in Dr, 1d Sho-fan’s 
admirable address te the Rotary 
Clabon Tuesday reveals the extent 
to whieh tuberculosis has gota 
grip in this Colony. It was 
atutement that over 57,000 cases 
occur here, in a year, This, how- 
ever, can represent only n tithe of 
the sum total since innumerable 
cases are not notified. Even if we 
tuke notifications only, we find that 
there is, on an average, a. weekly 
death-roll of more than fifty, and 
to this fact must be added the other 
that in about one out of every four 
cases, the sufferers Jeave ~ the 
Colouy when they fear that death 
is impending. ‘These grim figures 
refleet the hold which the disease 
has on the populace. They are in 
themselves serivus enough, “but 
they take on an added algnifiance 
when we bear in mind the danger 
which they represent to the gen- 
ern health of the Colony. 

Whilst there will be xeneral 
arimvement that the primary task 
is to prevent the disease rather 
than to attempt to cure the ‘stric- 
ken, it requires no stressing that 
the problem ealls for dual action. 
So long as there are sufferers, so! 
tong: will there be a danger of the 
spread of the disease, Mureover, 
considerations of humanity require 
that these sufferers. should have 
modern treatment: rendered avnil- 
able. As matters are, the Colony Ig 
doing practically nothing in’ this 
direction, Dr. Li's plea for the 
provision of dispensaries,  sana- 
toria, open-air schools, and after- 
cure treatment is therefore soundly 
based. Indeed, until some serious 
cffort is made along these nes, 
the authorities will be failing to 
discharge an clementary respon- 
sibility. There is, indeed, every 
reason why something In’ the 
nature of a special establishment 
for the treatment of sufferers in 
the early stages should be provided. 
Admittedly, only a relatively small 
proportion of the cases might yield 
to treatment, but if some lives are 
anved, then something ‘worthwhile 
ie accomplished, Moreover, .the 
educational vnlue of sanatoria can- 
not be pushed on one side 43 of no 
necount. Patients who learn the 
rules ef good health would spread 
the knowledge, which aa time goes 
on becomes accumulative in its 
beneficial effects, : 

When we come to face the pro- 
diem ‘of prevention, we at once ‘en- 
counter economic factors. Seventy 
per cont. of the cases, we nre told, 
tro amongst the poor. - These 
Peoplo live under housing condi- 
tions which aro to a very conslder- 
able extent responsible for the 
widespread incidence of tho dis- 
ease, They havo little chance of 
recovery whilst oxfsting in such 
Sordid surroundings, This also Is

“ITerr 
Krawutschke” is a metal worker, 
living in a typical Berlin work- 
ingman's district. By the time 
the news is prepared for his con- 
sumption, it is understandable to 
all and it will offend no one. Most 
significant, course, is the 
netual changing of the language 
form. If radio has accomplished 
this in Germany, who can tell 
how far the spoken word, as 
revived by this new instrument, 
may bring mavked changes in 
the language structures of all the 
world?)

TAKE IP that the main pur- 

pose of thin series of articles 
on “The Next Twenty Yenrs” is 
to attempt to discover what is the 
reaction of young people to the 
astonishing adtuntion of uncer- 
tainty, disorganisation, and chaos 
which ‘confronts the world to-day. 
I suppose that in a‘vague way we 
ure consciously awaiting the op- 
portunity for reconstruction. We 
feel the want of leadership to 
muke the issuca clear—the  firat 
task of any great leader, 

There is suffictently wide  dif- 
ference of opinion among us to 
prevent the emergence of any 
comprehensive youth movement. 
In this article T ahall attempt to 
express my own view, 

First of all then, I deplore near- 
ly evéry aspect of nationalism, 
The present crisis provides us 
with the final proof that. in the 
modern world, what fg for the 
good of one is for the good of all. 
Everything which acts as an im- 
pediment in the way of confidence 
and free exchange, whether it be 
the old-fashioned interpretation 
of “security,” or armaments, or 
tariffs, must be ruthlessly con- 
tested. 

Economic  antionaliam 
greatest curse of the day, After 
all, with developing methods of 
transport, and with our  ever-ex- 
tending capacity for production 
Cand destruction) there are only 
two courses which ultimately: re- 
main to be, followed by modern 
states—one towards chaos and 
dissolution, the other in the 
direction of a gradual, alow sub- 
mergence in n world-state, some- 
what after the model created by 
Mr. Wells.

a grant of $50,000 towards the 
coat of the binlding, provided S200,- 
OOO was raised for tha purpose by 
private subscriptions. 

A Vuilding Committee was 
appointed, -of whieh Thad the hon- 
our to be Chairman, In the short 
space of a year, subscriptions 
amounting to $260,000 had been 
promised, and before — huilding 
operations commenced, the total 
went up to S3500,000, In result, 
the Government paid its promised 
grant of 360,000, 

In June, 1925, the foundation- 
stone of the new building: was laid 
by the Governor of that day, His 
Execlleney Sir Edward Stubbs. At 
{hat time we had in hand $300,000, 
the balance being still in the form 
of promises lo pay. Uo need hardly 
remind you that the year 1925 was 
the year of the Great Strike and 
Joyeott. Ft owas probably the 
greatest crisis the Colony ever 
passed through: some of our sub- 
scribers experienced financial em- 
barrassment,: while a few became 
insolvent. Consequently, many 
promises of donations could not be 
fulfilled: and the Committee was 
compelled to open the new building 
- -now raised to the status of a Col. 
lege--with a debt of $180,000. 


Triumph Over Difficultics. 


Our climb, then, proved harder 
and steeper than we had expected, 
and the prospect before us | was 
sdeomsy. Tut fortune favours the 
brave, Miss Woo, with great 
pluck, volunteered her service to 
Ino abroad to ratse finds fer the 
College, Some expressed doubt as 
to the success of such a venture. 
But, the members of the College 
Council, knowing Miss Woo as 
they did, unhesitalingly approved 
of the suggestion; and to-day we 
witness her snecess. It was oa 
triumph over immense difficulties. 
Accompanied by only her mother, 
Miss Woo visited practically all the 
important cities in America and 
some putts of Canada; and = she 
even got busy while passing 
through Honolulu, Japan and 
Shanghai on her way home! 
Wherever she went, she was 
received and welcomed by _ all 
elnssea of people. When in Wuas- 
hington. she was twice a guest at 


vited to the inauguration of Presl- 
lent Hoover. Although she had 
been only ten weeks in Canada— 
and when that country was ox- 
perlencing a trade depression—she 
succeeded in rnising about $30,000, 
Hongkong currency. Miss Woo 
encountered certain obstacles on 
entering Canada, but the people 
were not long in learning to under- 
stand and appreciate her. When 
in, the elty of Windsor, Ontario, 
she was presented with the Freedom 
of that city. This rare distinction 
hos brought honour not only to 
Mixs Weo but also to the School 
which she loves 10 much. 

When the Commitiee accepted 
Mias Woo's offer, they would have 
been more than antiafied ff she had 
been able to rnise $100,000; but she 
actually collected $160,000 in Hong- 
kong money, and secured from Mrs, 
Proctor Reely in America the 
generous undertaking to present 


.the College with ten free scholar- 


ships annunlly. Not content to rest 
on her laurels, Miss Wao has 
managed to raise yet another $36,- 
000 since her return to the Colony. 


Free From Debt. 


To-day, the College ja happily 
free from debt. It is with grateful 
hearts that we meet bere for this 
Thanksgiving: Socint--grateful to 
the Government for its great 
xencrosity and falth in us; to the 
public for Is unatinted support, and, 
above all, ta Miss Woo for her un- 
remitting: and highly suecessftul ef- 
forts in behalf of the College. 

In this haur of our rejoicing we 
must not forget those to whom the 
College owes this maynificent site, 
I refer to His Excelleney Sir il- 
ward Stubbs who recommended ta 
the Sceretary of State for the 
Colonies the grant of the land; to 
Sir Murchison Fletcher, the then 
Colonial Scervtary, who gave our 
application for land and money 
moat sympathetic support; te Mr. 
AH. Hollingsworth of the Public 
Works Department for the great 
trouble he took in connexion with 
the grant of the site; and to Sir 
Cecil, Clementi who directed the 
building grant of $60,000 to be paid 
to us in spite of the fact that we 
had not kept to our part of the 
bargain by  cnetunlly  cotleeting 
$200,000,

- FARID CASE ENDS. 


DEFENDANT TO PROVIDE 
MAINTENANCE. 


The case in which Mrs, Mariam 
Farid summoned her husband, 
Mohamed Farid, . for persistent 
cruelly and failure to provide 
reasonablo’ maintenance, concluded 
before Mr, Schoficld at the Centra! 
Magistracy yeaterdny afternoon, 

In, his submissions on behalf of 
the defendant? Mr. E.S.C. Brooks 
ridiculed the suggestion of tho 
household allowance for the wife 
having been ao stinted that she 
was made dependent on an avorage 
of five cents a day. The quarrela 
between the complainant and her 
mother-in-law were  Irreclevsnt to 
the issue, he sald. j . 

Ir. Brooks attributed ‘to -Mrs. 
Fatid a lack of proper conception 
of her household — responsibilities; 
that having mnrricd, she objected 
to the burdens of matrimony. The 
suggestion that she was never 
allowed to go out had been rebutted. 
anid was sheer nonsense, he ‘sald. 

Mr. G. K. Hnll Brutton, for the 
complainant, aubmitted that they 
had to take the whole — circums- 
tances into consideration. He 
atresaed the conditions arrived at 
in -the Farids’ houschold, where 
the ‘mother-in-law was allowed to 
dominate the home and use the 
wife as a servant, and an under- 
pald servant at that. For the 
allegations of assault and cruelty, 
Mr. Brutton claimed that there 
was ample corroboration fn a letter 
written by the husband. 

“Household Drudge,” 

Continuing, Mr. Brutton sala 
that, on account of the actions of 
both the defendant and his mother, 
the complainnnt had been deprived 
of her lawful position as mistress 
of the household. Throughout the 
case, the huaband had endcavoured 
to shicld hia own conduct towards 
hin wife by the conduct of his wife 
towards him. He had stinted neces- 
sary houschold expenditure, made 
her an entirely inadequate clothes 
allowance, and wired her to 
make good all croc ery she had 
broken. She did not object to 
carry out her household work— 
what she objected to was being 
scolded and hustled at it Mr. 
Brutton discovered that the ex- 
travaganco held against her was 
confined to a few lollipops for her- 
relf. a little milk and, sometimes, 
food for hersclf. 

Mr. Brutton asked the Court to 
make an order having the effect of 
a judicial separation, the com- 
plainant not being bound to live 
with the defendant, he to be given 
the custody of the children until 
they reached the age of 16, and 
also that he pay her $15 2 week 
for maintenance of herself and of 
her two children, 

Mr. Brutton also 
question of costs. - 

“Order Against Husband.” 

After quoting n Home authority, 
the Magistrate, in giving hia deci- 
sion, said: I am of the opinion 
that persistent crielty has been 
proved in the present case, having 
mxird to the fact that the neces- 
sary corroboration exista; and that 
the wife's ill-temper, which the 

efendant alleges exists, was due 
to the continual nagging to) which 
she was subjected. There in evid- 
ence that yot only her temper but 
her health had been adversely 
affected by this treatment, and 
that there is reasonable ground for 
her apprehension of further ill- 
treatment if she returns. On 
those grounds I make an order that, 
the complainant be not bound to 
live with the defendant, and that 
defendant pny her, $12 a week. I
